It aas not earlier than 2 p.m, when Oswald , s name was on the wires and radio. What 
this requires is that someone recall or havo time to check, obtain prints* gat to the 
tfeixco u ity airport and then get a plane to Dallas* Assuming it was a waiting U.S, plan© 
it than had to fly to Dallas* land and have the "safe hand" get into a waiting car and 
get to downtown Dallas through evening traffic. 

This also could have provided a means of transporting the tap© to Dallas by 
"safe hand." And it makes possible the Hoover letter to Rowley that appears to have been 
written prior to LBJ f s out ting Hoover in charge* (Th© taps could have been phoned* of 
course, but why with a "safe hand" to carry It?)
